ABOUT PERSONAL APPEARANCE. 


Who likes the thought of growing old? 
No one, if that thought be associated with 
wrinkles. gray hair, and toothless gums. 
Let us give a few muments’ consideration 
to the best means for avoiding the first 
named,since the second may be so beauti- 
fied as to become a crownof glory, and 


the third. like the first, may be done away | 


with entirely. A face that most of us 
Lave noticed, is that a blonde shows age 
much earlier than a brunette, because the 
fair, delicate skin grows dry and wrinkles 
60 easily, while the dark complexion re- 
tains its smoothness to advanced age, un- 
less sadly abused by wind, weather, or the 
foolishness of its owner. Another fact 
with which we are confronted, is that 
blondes are more given to the use of face 
powder than their darker sisters, simply 
because the latter are, as a general thing, 
rather disfigured than improved by its 
use. Here, then, is one of the causes suge 
gesting the first rule for the avoidance of 
wrinkles. Never use cosmetics on the 
face, since by their continued use the skin 
becomes harsh and dry, prone to develop 
wrinkles. Do not wash the face immedi- 
ately before, or upon returning from a 
walk or ride, especially if there be any 
wind, or heat of sun. Donet bathe the 
skin in soapy water without, thoroughly 
rinsing inclear water. Whenever the face 
grows rough or chapped, rub with a few 
drops of glycerine, just before retiring. 
In case of worrimient, developing into a 
frown, desist as quickly as possible, and 
rub the forchead smooth withthe finger;

How to Preserve Rennet, 

Rennet is the living membrane of one 
of the st is of the calf. Select the 
stomach of 4 heelthy calf and empty it. 
Remove the outer skin and fat. Wipe the 
rennet and salt it, using about half pint 
of salt and putting the greater part of it 
intothe sack. Let this stand a few hours, 
then stretch it on a forked stick. Cover 
it with netting to protect it from the flies.

The thread of which gold lace is made 
consists of a deep vellow or orange co ored 
silk gilded in such a manner that it” re 
tains sulietent flexibility to undery 
operation of weaving. This is effect : 
& process called “fibre plating,”” carried 
out in the following manner: A rod 
siiver is gilded by simply pressing and 


burnishing leaves of gold upon it. This 
gilded silver is them drawn through a 
series of holes of decreasing diameter into 
@ Wire so fine that one ounce is extended 
the length of 1,500 yards It is then flat 
tened between polished steel rollers and 
further extended, so that a mile and aquar 
ter weighs but one ounce For this last 
drawing the wire is passed through rubs 
dies. The film of gold upon the flattened 
wire is much thinner than beaten gold 
leaf and has frequentiy been quoted as an 
example of the divisibilty of matter, one 
inch of the wire containing but the eighty 
millionth part of an ounce of gold. whi 
one ounce of gold covers more than lire 
miles of wire. This flattened gilded wir 
is then wound over the silk so as to en 
close it completely and produce an appar 
ently golden thread. It is estimated that 
250,000 ounces of goid thread are apnual- 
ly made In (reat Hritain.
